Whoever looks at the 
signs of the tithes, and does not see the 
rapid fulfilment of the propnecies con- 
cerning the latter day.in all these events, 
must be awfully stupid in relation to the 
subject. And caa Christians behold 
these things unmoved ? He does not de- 
serve the name of Christian, who feels 
no solicitude to use his influence, howe- 
ver small it may be, in promoting the 
vreat work which the Lord is now per- 
for ming on the earth # 

tut Christians do feel animated by 
these events. They will strive, by eve- 
ry means in their power, to bring about 
the great desigus of meecy which are un- 
folding: their labours of love kave been 
abundantly owned and blessed by Him 
who declares that the Gospel must be 
preached to all nations: their zeal and 
their labours will be acknowledged and 
rewarded by that Voice, at which tne 
world will tremble and be silent. 

But while the Bibles and Missionaries 
are sent in every direction.—-while the 
news of salvation is borne on almost eve- 
ry breeze to cheer the Pagan nations, 
and while the faithful at home are dili- 
gently engaged in their labours of love 
for the heathen, that the precious name 
of Jesus may be proclaimed to every 

other nation under heaven,—while each 
seeins ¢mulons to excel in zeal to bring 
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in the fulness of the Gentiles.—the anci- 
ent covenant people of God, the Jews, 
seem neglected and forgotten. Scatter- 
ed over the face of the ‘whole eaith, the 
scolf, the derision of every other nation, 
they live neglected and die forgotten.— 
To them ne Savieur is proclaiine d: by 
them the charming sound of the Gospel 
is never heard ; the sweet accents of par- 
dending love se er swelled their hearts 
with gratitude, nor taught their hips to 
sing of mercy! And why, let me iN 

uire, are they thus nezlec ted, thus aban- 

oned ? Is it because they have sinned 
beyond the reach of merey—because 
there is no animating promise to the pe- 
nitent children of Abraham? Is ther 
then no balm in Gilead, no ‘hysician 
there? Yes, blessed be His name. who 
is the God of the Jew as well as of the 
Gentile, “he will not retain his anger for 
ever, because he deliphteth in merev.”’ 
The Jews shall be brought in with the 
fulness of the Gentiles. Are we, Gen- 
tiles, favored with the light of the glori- 
ous Gospel of Christ, and is the secret 
of the 1 wood with us: Ran Are our eyes open 
to conten; late the wonders of redeemed 
love, while the children of Abratam are 
blinded; and shall we make no exerti- 
ons to remove the vail whieh has so long 
concealed from thet yiew the hieht of 
life? Willit be urved. that God has de- 
clared that he has given them up to judi- 
dicial hardness, for their crime in cruci- 
fying the Lord of Life and Glory r But 
bas not he alse deelaved by his prophets, 
that a period shall be put to their degra- 
ding servitude, to tleir humiliation — 
Hlas-he not said, Gat the dass shall come 
when he willbmake anew covenant with 
the house of Jacob, and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, not according to the cove- 
hat he inade with their fathers, in the 
day when he brought them cut of the 
land of Exypt; But this is the covenant 
i will make with them alter those days, 
saith the Lorn, J will put ay law in 
their heart, and print it on their inwa d 
part; they shall be my people, and J will 
be their God.’ 

Has it not been for ages the ardent 
desire and the daily prayer o& the ser- 
vants of the Most High. that the vail 
might be taken from tie eyes of the ane 

cient people of God, and that they might 
be brought into the Gospel fold, and

Is it imagined by any, that the time 
has not arrived, In re lat ‘ou to them, and 
that exertion would be vain? | With 
eqaal, if not greater propriety. might i 
have bee nh urged, at the dawn of Mission- 
ary exertions, that all atten ipts to evan- 
gelize the heathen, were at that time 
premature, and would be unavailing. — 
And such. indeed, was the language of 
many at that period, who have lived t 
see asa ackuowledge that the oi iy pro 

ceeded from God. 

The richest blessings, * even the sure 
mercies of David, * are in store for the 
dispersed of larael, and the time is at 
hand when their eves will be opened: 
when * they shall “Jook on him whi 
they have pierced, and mourn, and be in 
bitterkess.” But preparatory fo this glo

SPANISH INQUISITION. 

‘The following is an extract from a speech 
delivered in the National Congress of 
Spain, on the subject of abolishing the 
Ixquisirion, by Doct. Don Antonio 
Joseph Ruiz de Padron. This man 
was a qualified minister of the dread 
tribunal, and was prepared to display 
itinallitshorrors. ‘The speech is ve- 
ry long, but su able and interesting 
that its length eccasions no fatigue. — 
We understand that it has been trans- 
lated into our language, and we hope 
will be soon made public. After a 
short introduction he stated the three 
following propositions ; 

“1. The tribunal of the Inquisiton is 
totolly useless in the church of God, 

2. ‘his tribunal is diametrically op- 
posite to the wise and religious constitu- 
tion, which your majesty has sanction- 
ed, and the people have sworn to. 

* 3. The tribunal of the inquisition is 
not only prejudicial to the presperity of 
tie state, but even contrary to the spi- 
rit of the Gospel, which it pretends to 
defend.” 

Rach of the propositions is supported 
with such ability, intrepidity and elo- 
quence, as to secure to the orator im- 
wortal fame. 

QOurextracts will be taken from whatis 
said in support of the third proposition. 
After mentioning the depopulation, de- 
basing,and demoralizing influence of the 
tribunal of Spain, and a number of the 
ost eminent charaters, which had been 
destroyed by it, he adds— 
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* T should be too prolix, were I to pre- 
sent to the Congress the immense cata- 
logue of men of learning and erudition, 
which the tribunal has sacrificed to its fu- 
ry. Its atrocious & despotic proceeding 
causes horror. Anil is it possible that 
so monstrous an establishment has been 
suffered hitherto to exist; under pretext 
of religion? And is it possible that there 
are stil those, who sigh to offer adora- 
tion and perfume to this golden calf ?— 
Philosophers, divines, historians, states- 
men, politicians, orators, poets, mechae 
nics, artists, the merchant, and even the 
simple laborer, the prop and principal 
support of the state, have not escaped 
its rod ofiron. Inaword, men and wo- 
men, rich and poor, wise and ignorant, 
innocent and guilty, every order of men, 
has this tribunal ativighted with the ter- 
ror of its power. 

“ Every page of the New Testament 
breathes meekness, peace and charity, 
pity and compassion which are the ap- 
propriate characters of our religion: of 
that religion so holy, so august,so divine; 
which neither flesh nor blood could have 
revealed, and none but our heavenly 
Father. 

“ Every document which our divine 
Founder gave us, tends to exercise in 
Chirstians the principles of eternal cha- 
rity. Not one inclines to rigor, nor co- 
ercion, nor violenee, much less cruelty, 
which would be far foreign to the Celes- 
tial Shepherd, who came to save the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel. The pow- 
er of h's grace attracted disciples, the 
example of his continual charity pre- 
served them. This religion reproves 
violence and persecution, detests coér- 
cion and inhumanity. 

« he Inquisition not only carries off, 
bv violence, the parishioners from a bi- 
shoprick, whether laymen, ecclesiastics 
or curates, without making the least ac- 
count of the bishop, but even tears the 
bishops themselves from their flocks, like 
ahungry and ravenous wolf which after 
destroying and devouring the sheep, 
falls on the shepherd and carries him off. 

“ A commissary of the Holy Olfice, 
accompanied by hiv officers, is authorised 
to enter houses with impunity, although 
at midnight, with mysterious silence, 
and tear the father from the bosom of his 
family, struck with panic fear; for not 











































even is he permitted to say a last adiea 
to his spouse and children—condemned 
fo eternal infamy, the ovly patrimony 
this. wretched father can transmit to his 
posterity. Whole generations, previous 
to their existence, are sentenced thus, 
not only to poverty and mendicity, but 
also te ignominy and opprebriam. 

* Thus dees the Inquisition, at one 
blow, deprive society of useful and Jabo- 
rigus citizens, aud bury them in infecti- 
ous duigeous. It has even invented 
more. in the edict which is termed 
s* the edict of faith,” promulgated year- 
ly among every people, where this exo- 
uc tribunal resides, all those who may 
be apprehensive of being denounced by 
othert,are generally invited to come for- 
wal and accuse themselves. ‘fo those 
who obey within a certain space of time, 
pardon is promised; but to those who 
resist, no mercy will be shown. ‘They 
will be arrested, their property cou- 
fiscatel, and they will suffer besides all 
the penalties of the law. Such in- 
pressions did this infernal invention, 
supported by rigor and despotism, make 
on the minds of the Spaniards, that in 
less than forty vears.in Audalusia alone, 
near thirty thousand people came for- 
ward voluntarily, to denounce them- 
selves, and many to accuse themselves 
of crimes, which they neither understood 
vor coukl commit; such as sorcery, 
witchcraft, contract with the devil, and 
other such ridiculous absurdities, with 
which the simple vulgar have been so 
grossly imposed upon. Where are we, 
sire? How long are we to remain the 
scolfand ludibrium of nations ? Unhap- 
py mankind! that is ever exposed to the 
caprice of despotisin end error! Let 
those iniquitous proceeding be now com- 
pared with the article of the constituton 
already quoted ; Jet a parallel be drawn 
between the two legisjations, whilst I 
pass on to descyibe, if possible, the kind 
of torment, which the tribunal has em- 
ployed in the confession of the guilty, 
@ither actual or tmaginary; and after- 
wards examine, whether they can be 
combined with the maxim of the gospel 
of Jesus Cheigt. Here a new scene of 





horror presents itself, which offers vio- 
lence tu Christian ears. ——] will fancy 
myself viewing the most obstinate heri- 
tic, the most daring aposiate, or the most 
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rebellious Jew. * He has either confessed 
or is convicted. In the first case, afte, 

a thousand mysterious questions, sey. 

tence is passed on him. But in the Se. 

cond, besides confinement in. the mos 

obscure dungeons, bereft of all human 

consolation, torments are employe: oq 

hin, to extort confessions so horrible, 

that huinan nature shudders at them. A 

palley hung from the roof, through which 

a strong rope is passed, is the first spec- 

tacle which presents itself to the eyes of 

the unhappy man. The ministers of the 

Inquisitton load him with chains, tie ty 
his ancles one hundred peunds of iron; 

they turnin his arms on his back, and 

bind him with a cord; they manacle his 
wrists with a throng, they hoist him aloft, 
and let him fail viofently with a jerk 
twelve times; which is sufficient to dis. 
locate the most_rebust frame. But if he 

stil! does not confess what the inquistors 
require, the tortures of the rack await 
hin, where, boutid by the feet and hands, 
the wretched victim sustains eight blows; 
and if he still maintains his innocence, 
they causehim to swallow immense quan- 
tities of water, to make him experience 
the pains of the drowned. But this is not 
sufficient: the bloody scene is at lengih 
completed by the torments of the brazier, 
where !3s naked feet, annointed with fat, 
and secured in stocks, are cruelly fried 
by a slow fire. 1 must atlength desist, 
net to scandalize farther those who hear 
ine. My pen resists those horrible de- 
scriptions, which can only be compared 
to the feasts of the Anthropophagi, or the 
eannibals of the south. 

« Rome, the famous Rome, accustom- 
ed in the days of her greatest relaxation 
to the most cruel spectacles, in the sav- 
guinary combats of the Gladiators, shud- 
dered at the punishment of the bonjir, 
as the most horrible of all. But the Jd- 
ly Office is horrorized at nothing, when 
treating of heretics. And should they be 
Jews, sure they were of the bonfire — 
“ Give me a Jew and I will return him to 
you roasted,” was the barbarous phrase, 
which the inhuman Lucero, Inquisitor o! 
Cordovo, had incessantly in his mout. 

« [ must not omit, sire, that its autho- 
rity extends even to the regions of the 
dead. How often has it not ordered the 
sepulchre to be excavated to unbury the 
skeletons of those whom it has susjecte’ 
















tyhave died in heresy, to throw them 
into the flames! Mournful relicts of the 
human lineage ! Tamentable trophies of 
deat | Respecta ¥o shades of those who 
perliaps have passed to another life in in- 
nucence, the vietims of calumny, rancor,

The Lord thy God shall raise up unto 
teea prophet from amidst of hy brethren, 
lite unto me 3 unto lim shall ye hearken. 
Deut. xviii. 15th. 

Ove of the strongest proofs of divine 
revelarions is a manilest fulfilment of the 
prophecies therein vomtained, his has 
ever been a most powertul ob-tacle tn the 
way of infidels. ‘They are compelled to 
acknowledge that the events took place 
as recorded: but to obviate the difficul- 
ty, they assert they were recorded after 
they had transpired, and then palmed 
upon the credulous for prophecies. A 
presumptious assertion, utterly void of 
support. On the same ground that we 
deny the authenticity of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, we may deny the authenticity ef 
any ancient history whatever. Their 
credulity rests on the same foundation. 
and together must stand or fall. There 
isas satisfactory evidence to a candid 
mind, that such persons as Meses and 
Jesus Christ once lived, and performed 
wondertul miracles, as that Julins Cersar 
conquered the Gauls, or Alexander the 
Persians. 

The words above quoted were spoken 
by Moses, but a short time before lis 
deeth. ‘They are prophetical, and are ge- 
nerally considered as referring to Christ. 
Some suppose, however, that they pri- 
marily had particular reterence to Jo- 
shua, who was raised up as the successor 
of Moses. To whomsoever the words had 
a primary reference, all seem to agree 
that inthe person of Jesus Christ, they 
received a more full accumplishiwnent 
than in any other. The prophets that 
sueceeded Muses were. in many respects 
far inferior to him. With Moses, God 
spake face to face, as a man converses 
with his friend: but to the other pre- 
phets, he revealed his message iu dreams 
and visions. ‘fn no one under the Jew- 
ish dispensation, were the effices of law- 
Hee and prophet combined, except in 
loses. This constiuted a very inaterial 
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partin Aischaracter; ard vet there was 
te bea prophet like uoto im. The Jews 
were Upanious in refering these words 
to the Mesiah, whom they ardently ex- 
pected about the Gime that Christ appear- 
ed. When by a miracle Christ fed five 
thousand, they sail, of a truth this is that 
prophet that should come into the world. 
And Stephen, in his detence before the 
council, quoted these words as express- 
ly fulfiled in Christ. Moses gave the 
law which was ouly a shadow of good 
things to come, Christ gave the Gospel 
in which salvation is proclaimed; the end 
of the Jaw specified ; and the only path 
that leads tu heaven clearly warked out. 

Several particulars will now be men- 
tioned, in wiich there 144 strong resem- 
blance between Moses and Christ— 
Wheu Moses wes born, his lite was ex- 
posed to destruction, by the decree of 
Pharaoh agaist all the male children of 
the Hebrews. Whenhrist- was born, 
his parents fled with hininto Egypt, to 
avoid the slaughter that ensted in Beth- 
lehem. [tis stated by Jasephus, that al- 
ter Moses came to manhood, Pharaoh 
ever viewed him as the rival of his throne, 
and sought frequent opportunities to de- 
stroy hon.  Tiew cofucident to this, 1s 
the conduct of the mucdereus Herod.— 
When enquiry was made by the wise 


men, saying. Where is he that is born ° 


king of the Jews? the streets of Bethle- 
hem flowed with thedheed of tanocents ; 
aud nought was heard but lementartion 
and woe.—Mases delivered the people of 
Israe! from Egyptian bondage. by ase- 
ries of miracles, which were at the same 
time calculated to evince the authenti- 
city of his mission, and establish his pre- 
emience among that stiffuecked people. 
Christ, in a manner which astonishes An- 
gels, is delivering his elnldren trem a 
worse than Egyptian bendage, the bon- 
dage of Satan. Hedleft Heaven to do 
thuse works which no other man could 
do, that those who aleny his divinit 

might be without exemse, having ne cloak 
He matiiested to the 
vorld, that in power and glory, he and 
his Father were one. ‘Poe last might 
that Moses spent with lis people in the 
land of bonbace, he catelny ated the pass- 
over. A lamb was stain, and the blood 
spritikled, was atoken of safety. ‘Phe 
last night that Christ spent with his dis- 
ciples, pt eviouds (6 is accomplishing the 
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great deliverance, lie instituted a more 
glorious passover ; a token of redemptiun 
from a far more cruel bondage ; a salva- 
tion from a far mere dreadful death than 
that which destroyed the first born of £- 
By it. Christ was the Lamb slain from tne 
oundation of the. world: the sprinkling 
of whose precious blood, will turn away 
the fierce anger of the Lord when he 
shall judge the world, and doom the sin- 
ner to destruction. Moses !ifted his rod, 
the sea divided: Christ said! peace, be 
sfill, the winds ceased to. blow, and the 
milows subsided. When Moses led the 
Israelites through the wilderness, they 
were guided by day by a pillar ofa 
cloud, and by night by a pillar of fire, 
till they reached the promised Jand.— 
Christ is the light of the world 5; an un- 
erring guile, “His Guspel, to liake who 
take it for their director, will be a lam; 
to their feet, and a light to their way.— 
It will lead them safe through life’s wil- 
derness journey; bear them dry shoil 
through the inundations of Jordan, and 
land their happy souls on Canaan’s 
peaceful shores. Moses fe d his people 
on manna, * Atgeis’ food.” But Christ 
feeds his people with living bread: of 
which if a man eat, he shall hunger na 
more. When larael rebelled and incur- 
red the dipleasure of Heaven, Moses 
pearer and desired to die in their behalf. 
Vhat Moses desired, Christ performed. 
On the cross he yielde:| up his life a 
ransom for transgressors. Was Moses 
meek P View Christ’s thorny path from 
the manger to the toinb, and learn of 
him, for he was meek. When he was 
reviled, he reviled.not again. —The death 
of Moses, also, bears a resemblance to 
the death of Christ. lua sense he may 
be said to have died for the sins of the 
or. In consequence of their rebel- 
ion and disobedience, he committed that 
fault, for which he was denied an en- 
trance to the promised land. In the sight 
of all the people he ascended Mount Ne- 
bo. and died in full vigor. Christ died 
not fora few, but for the sins of the 
world. Amid the shouts & derisions of 
the multitude, he was led to Calvary’s 
awful Mount, aod suffered in the prime 
of his life.—The Israelites could not go 
ever to possess the promised land, till 
afier the death of Moses. Had not 


Christ died, not an individual of the hu- 








man race could ever have entered Hw, 
ven. His deati was the key that unlock. 
ed the gates of Paradise, which Adam's 
sins had barred. Phetlamiog sword wag 
quenched in Jesus’ blood. ‘Phe Holy of 
jivlies is now accessible, and Inortals 
are invited, are urged to enter. nny. 
inerable instances, ‘almost, might be no. 
ticed, in which Christ bears so strong q 
reseinblance tu Moses, that there cant be 
no doubt that he is the erson to whom 
the pro; hecy refers.—l'o show the nee. 
eminence of Christ above Moses, a few 
particulars will be noticed, in whicj 
there was a perfect contrast. Moses had 
no power but what was given him from 
above. In the performance of all his qi. 
racles, he was dependent upon, and act. 
ed under the immediate influence of the 
Almighty. But it was otherwise wit! 
Christ. When he performed a miracle, 
he spake, and it was done—To unclean 
spirits he said, come out—To the lepers, 
be clean—'Vo the dead, come forth—Ty 
the elements, be still. Muses, wit! o- 
thers, partook of the common depravity 
of our nature. Though the meekest of 
men, he spake unadvisedly with his lips. 
Hle was permitted to behold Canaan afar 
off, but his sins denied him entrance.— 
Christ, though born of a woman, was 
without sin. Tempted in all points as we 
are, he triumphed even over he!l itself. 
Never did a hasty word escape his lwly 
lips— When he was reviled, he blessed 


‘When he was abused, he prayed—W hen 


expiring on the cross, he cried Father 
forgive. ‘The rest to which Moses was 
comimisstoried to lead the Israelits. was 
only of a short duration ; a temporal re- 
sidence, which they were soon to leave. 
The Canaan to which Christ is leading 
his people, is for an everlasting resi- 
dence; an eternal inheritance. The 
weary pilg yrim will there find full repose 
from all lus toils, without the least anxi- 
ety, or possibility of a change.

we escape, if we neglect so great salva- 
tiune Af. he that dispised Moses’ law 
died without merey under two or three 
witnesses; Of low iauch sorer punish- 
ment shall he be thought worthy, who 
hath trampled under fyot the Son of God, 
and counted the blood of the covenant-an 
unholy thing. ‘The great body of the 
Jews were. comparatively, blameless for 
rejectins Clirist, ta what thousands are, 
who reject him at the present day. The 
nawner in which he appeared in the flesh 
and the time of Lis appearance, were ve- 
iy unfavorable to his reception. The 
Jews looked earnestly for a Mesiah about 
that time, but they had been taught to 
look for a very diferent person. Many 
impostors had availed themselves of this 
expectation, and deceived multitudes to 
their ruin. Great companies were led a- 
way by them & destroyed. Under these 
circumstances, Christ made his appear- 
ance. Apparently the son of a poor car- 
senter. Ele was educated among them, 
aud coversant with them from day to 
jay. For such a person, at such a time, 
to proclaim himself the Son of God, and 
‘lemand their confidence, was nore than 
they expectedt,and what they were whol- 
ly unprepared to grant. ‘Che manner in 
which he vielded up himself and died, 
seemed further to confirm their doubts. 
We who live at the present day, are sur- 
rounded by a cloud of witnesses, attest- 
ing that Jesus was indeed the Christ.— 
We cannot reject him with impunity.— 
If we do reject him, it will be at the pe- 
ril of our souls. 

The word hearken implies something 
more than merely to hear. The Jews

To hearken to him, is to obey his 
commandments. We have all heard 
the words of Christ, let us make the en- 
quiry, and make it solemnly, have we 
faithfully obeyed his precepts? His 
words are the words of God, and shall not 
return unto lim void. Ile hath said, re- 
pent. Have we done it? He hath sum- 
med up all his commaudments in these 
two: To love God with all our powers 
and faculties, and eur neighbor as our- 
selves. Are we strenuously keeping 
them? Let each one answer to his con- 
science and his God, as he expects to 
answer itat the dreadtribunal. He that 
believeth shall be saved, but he that be- 
lieveth not shall be damned.
